(b) To keep the bidding open 
and try to ‘get into a declaration 
that will fit the 26 cards for part 
score, game or, slam. : 

_ All Take-outs are constructive. 


Minimum Tnke-Outs: With no 
intervening bid and lacking neu- 
tral trump support it is permis- 
sible to: 

(1) Take-out swith a four-card 
biddable suit, if the hand contains 
at least two high card tricks. * 

(2) Take-out with a fivo-card 
biddable suit, if the hand contains 
nt Jonst one and one-half high card 
tricka. 

(8) Take-out with any suit | of 
six or more cards, if the hand con- 
tains one high card trick. 

Take-out an original bid of one 
no trump by bidding two of a suit 
with: | 

(a) A five-card major, if the 
hand contains one tind one-half 
high ecard tricks. or « combined 
count Jn the two hands of 22.

(c) A five-card minor when the 
strength is wholly in the suit, the

A Strength-Showing Take-Out 
(non-forcing) : is made by a Jump 
Take-out in no trump, this being 
purely strength-showing, as no 
trump is ever used as a Game- 
Demand Bid.

THE IRISH TROUBLE 


A yeod deal of capital is being 
made by Labour journals in Teng- 
land over the fact that it was Mr. 
Arthur Greenwood, the former 
Labour Minister, who informed 
the House of Commons ‘that Mr. de 
Valerachad paid the land annuities 
into a suspense account, pending 
determination. of their rightful 
ownership. «It would appear,” 
says one journal, “that but for the 
consultations between the leader of 
the Labour Party in the Irish Dail 
nad members of the British Labour 
Party. the debate on tariff action 
against the Lrish. Free State would 
have proceeded in ignorance of 2 
vitul fact.” Some support, it is 
true, is lent to this claim from a 
remark made during the debate by 
Mr, J. UW. Thomas, that “I wish T 
had known it before.” Yet when 
the position is analysed, it appéars 
that Mr. de Valera, in acting in 
this way, had no option in the 
matter, since, under the law as it 
stands, it is impossible for the 
Free State Government to appro- 
priate the moneys, The law pro- 
viding: for payment into a separate 
account was passed by the Free 
State Parliament without any op- 
position whatever. In the circum- 
Ktances, even Mr. de Valera could 
hardly go so far as to ignore the 
legal position. = 

It has been suggested in some 
quarters that Mr. de Valera has 
been amazed that the British Gov- 
ernment should have thought he 
would use the moneys before the 
question of their fital disposition is 
settled, arid that the real immediate 
issue is not who shoud have the 
moneys but what sort of a tribunal 
is to decide who shall have them. 
One commentator. says a dispute 
of this sort is well within the -re- 
gourees and statesmanship of the 
Commonwealth to settle on a basis 
of justice and equity, and that 
whichever party obstructs or en- 
dangers such a seltlement will 
merit the condemnation of both 
peoples and of the British Common- 
wealth as a whole. The supiestion 
underlying this remark is that the 
British Government is the stum- 
bling-block, but it has been abun- 
dantly shown that Mr. de Valora 
will not listen to a settlement 
“within the resources and states- 
manship of the Commonwealth.” 
He has set his faco stubbornly 
against an Empire Tribunal, and,

BY “AN' OLD STAGER” 


THE cternal ducl of sex, which 
dates back long before the 

lee Age, looks like developing into 
a pitched battle. Our enfran- 
chised Indies are not content with 
their accomplished — triumphs. 
Votes for all, Ina realm of offically 
proclaimed sex equality, is not 
enough. Ambitious feminists, far 


from resting gracefully on thelr 


laurels, are now engaged in dras- 
tic analysis and critical uccoun- 
tuncy of the male iped, Man. 
An equal place in the sun js not 
sufficient for them, They are 
busily asserting ‘a definite femi- 
nine superiority. ; 

We have recently had a volume 
of essnys on Man, beautifully 
written and expensively printed, 
by different well-known women 
writers. And almost daily in the 
newspapers, now. assiduously cul- 
tivating and catcring for women 
renders, some elate feminine 
champion couches her fountain 
pen at the weaknesses and absur- 
dities of: the exploded bubble, that 
comically expiring: myth, the erst- 
while ‘Lord of Creation. I have 
just been reading one such on- 
slaught by «2 woman journalist, who 
writes about the unhappy fellow 
who has the honour to be her hus- 
band in terms of merciless intimacy 
and pitiless irony. ; 

The poor wretch -: cannot, one 
gathers, even fill a hot-water hot- 
tle properly in any sudden mid- 
night emergency. His sardonic 
better-half contrasts this fumbling 
mile incompetence with the illu- 
sion of strong maculine efficiency 
he maintains at hia husiness 
office.

Cynics might detect in this 
feminine attack, especially _ if 
they are married cynics, some hint 
of sreen-eyed jealousy. But un- 
doubtedly they would be wrong. 
No up-to-date feminist would en- 
tertain that sort of old-fashioned 
sloppiness where a husband is 
concerned who cannot fill a hol- 
water bottle. : 

This drastie critic of Man, the 
hereditary bungler, agues that the 
caveman ig amyth. She contends 
that in prosaic fact, even in his 
primeval manifestations, when he 
may be assumed to have been in 
his prime, the caveman: was a dod- 
dering, helpless incompetent, who 
assiduously camouflaged his de- 
ficiencies by a loud braggadocio, 

No doubt this sort of thing is 
inevitable. Women now have. the 
whip hand, and, in revenge per- 
haps, for utavistic memories of 
being ‘clubbed over the head, are 
using il with gusto, Yet one can-. 
not help discovering certain flaws 
in the feminist logic. After all, 
when the hot-water bottle episode 
is more attentively considered, it 
was the lady journalist, and not 
her deplorable husband, who felt 
the need of it. That scems to 
be a point to the degenerate cave- 
man’ as against -the sceptred 
feminist. ae 

But there are more fundamental 
flaws than that in the indictment.

INDUSTRY IN: SERIOUS 
POSITION 


New York, July 1g. 

The earnings of the motor-car 
industry— excluding Ford—far 
the first quarter of this year show 
an 88 per cent. decling compared 
with lust year. Sales had dropped: 
by, 30 per cent, 

This difference in the decline of 
earnings and sales may be ac. 
counted, for, according ty the 
Beening Post, by the fact that 
in the first. quarter of 1931 the 
motor-car, industry —again ox. 
cluding Ford—operated to pabout 
40 Iper cent. of its working capa- 
city, while this year it hag operate 
ed at 30 per cent. 

This latter figure {s under what 
is considered to be the “danger 
line” because, when a plant is 
operated ait 40 per cent. of ity 
capacity, it is generally under- 
stood that it has reached the 
marginal operating ratio between 
operating at a profit and operat- 
ing. at a loss, 

During the first quarter of 1931, 
the sales for the induatry 
weraged one dollar fifty-six cents 
for every dollar invested calpital. 
Rut during the same period this 
year, sates averaged only one dol- 
lar ten cents for everv dollar of 
invested capital. 

Operating at 40: per cent. of 
capacity in the: first quarter of 
1931, the industry had factory 
‘sales of about 360,000,000 dollars 
(£72,000,000 at par) fram which 
they derived net earnings of 
Hearly LO per cent. ; 

In the first quarter of 1992.— 
operating at 30 per cent. of cape- 
vity—the sales amounted to 250,- 
000,000 dollars (£50,000,000) from 
which net carnings amounted ta 
only Lys sper cent. 

‘Frequent reports indicate that 
several manufacturers ‘intend to 
enter the luwpriced field, ‘com- 
petingg with Ford, Chevrolet, and 
Plymouth, 

Commenting om such reports,’ 
the Hrentng Post considers that 
such a move at the present time 
is reyarded as “highly danger- 
ous,” 

“It appears to be a leap in the 
dark.” this journal says, “ in the 
hope that it will result in in- 
ereased production.. It is believed 
to be better to reorganise calpital 
structures on the basis of present 
stock prices and eliminate, some 
of the’ unnecessary capacity upon 
which the companids are now-try- 
ing to earn dividends. 

“In the face of the present ter- 
rible economic, conditions, 450, 
000,000 dollars (£90,000,000 ut 
tar) have already been spent by 
the public in the first five months 
of this year for passenger cars 
Last year 750,000,000 doll 
(£150,000,000) were’ sfpent in a 
corresponding period. This ‘indi- 
cates very forcibly that people are 
going to have transportation — in 
spite of the devil and high water, 
nod should convince sceptics, if 
auny be left, that the automobile 
has now become an economic nee- 
eessity and not a luxury.”

SANCTIONED 


Paris, July 17, 
Ha¥ing rejected the Govern: 
ment’s plan of economies, . the 
French Chamber has had to re- 
sort to the inevitable alternative 
—~borrowing. 

The last act of Parliament 
before separating for the vacation 
in the early hours of this morn: 
ing was to vote a Bill permitting 
the Treasury to raise additional 
funds by a loan, 


The legal maximum up to which: 


the Treasury could emit bonds up 


to now was £55,000,000, but a fur-. 


ther issue of £22,000,000 is hence- 
forth: authorised. This is neces- 
sary owing to the refusal of the 
majority, represented by the 
Finance Committee, to sanction 
the fifteen - million odd of 
economies proposed by the Go- 
vernment. j 

The principal motive for the 
Proposed economies, apart from 
reducing the immediate’ deficit, 
was to facilitate the task of the 
Budget Minister in 1933 by. mak- 
ing possible ‘a big conversion of 
Rentes. The success of such un 
operation naturally depends tou 
large extent on the general fin- 
ancial situation, and its chances 
would have been much improved 
had the Government been allowed 
to put its good: intentions into, 
practice. 

As it is the failure to deal with 
the deficit now aggravates the 
difficulty vf mecting it in the fu- 
ture. The Budget for 1933, which 
is already on the stocks, will huve 
to employ much more drastic 
measures — than would have been 
necessary if the first stage in re: 
trenchment had jbeen — tackled 
courageously, instead of simiply 
adjourned. ‘Phe © Parliamentary 
battle will be flerver, in. proportion, 
and In these circumgtunces the 
plans for conversion which are 
to be embodied in the ‘Finance 
Bill may pe seriously compro- 
mised, : :

EVOLUTION OF TENNIS 


Interesting Development of 
_ World’s Most Popular — 


Pastime 


The following lettcr, on the evolution of lawn tenniz, was sent to 
the Editor of the London'“Timea” by Lord Dunedin:— 


Sir—The supreme excellence 
which has now been reached by 
the best players at lawn tennis 
driyes one to think of the past, 
and the suggestion _naturally 
ariges that the time has come for 
someone who is qualified to do 
it to write a short history of the 
development of the game. The 
reusun that JI make this  sug- 
xestion is not that I nm 60 
qualified—for I am not—but that 
if the matter is further deferred 
there may be dificulty in finding 
those who, like myself, saw. and 
played the game at the very he- 
ginning. So J will give my own 
reminiscences in the hope that 
they may elicit kindred — reminis- 
eences from others whith may 
serve to- fill the picture. 

I had played rackets — and 
squash at. Harrow and ( played 
real tennis at Cambridge, so that 


1 may safely say that when I took 


my degree in the spring of 1872 
no such game as lawn tennis 
existed, for if it had I think I 
must have known of it. 7 went 
abroad in the summer, anid cibher 
in the summer or the autumn 
appeared in the “Field” the .ad- 
vertisement. of Sphairistike, I was 
settled in Scotland by this time, 


tis who had played rackets or 
tennis, or both, were in a certain 
sense (what a poor sense when 
one thinks of the present!) able 
to play the game quite well at 
once. And threo things im-; 
mediately occurred to us. (1) 
The hour-glass shape was not un- 
necessary, but deleterious, for 
when a ball had been sent to the 
extreme corner you could not re- 
turn it straight to the correspond- 
ing corner of ‘the adversary’s 
court, for if so it would not have 
gone over the net; (2) the height 
of the net at the middle was far 
too great. If a man once got 
there you could not get the ball 
past him exeept by a lob; (3) 
taking the hint from renl tennis 
it would obviously be ensicr to 
hit the ball hard and swiftly if it 
were covered and had no hole in 
it. All these things occurred to 
us, and must equally have oceur- 
red to those who were playing 
the. game in England. These 
three changes made, you have 
lawn tennis as it now exists. \

‘Negotiations between the Nazi 
leader Herr Von Hitler, the Chan- 
cellor,, Herr Von Papen, General 
Von Schleicher and President Von 
Hindenburg have failed. 

Herr Hitler = demanded. the 
‘Chancellorship of Germany, but 
. the utmost that President Hinden- 
‘burg and the Government —w 
Prepared to concede were 
Vice-Chancellorship of the Reich 
and the Premiership of Prussia. 

Herr Hitler insisted inthe final 
conversation with Herr Von 
Papen that the recent election had 
shown that Germany wanted him 
as Chancellor, and ‘he, therefore, 
was unable to accept any other 
post. 

¢ He also demanded the' portfolios 
of the Ministers of Interior and 
Defence for members of the Nazi 


party. : 

On these latter posts the Chan- 
cellor was prepared to negotiate, 
but Iferr Hitler's insistence on 
the Chancellorship made further 
conversation impossible. 

Afterwards Herr Hitler called 
on President Hindenburg,» who 
similarly refused to concede the 
Chancellorship to the Nazi Chief.
